Immediately Post-Disaster - Potential Time of No 
Services:

° most vulnerable period for survivors. 
When will the power come back on? 
When will phone service resume? 

When will the roads be cleared? 

What is happening with the water supply? 
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Communication: Highest Priority 


° Seattle Emergency Management and 
other city agencies need information about 
the conditions in neighborhoods. 


e Neighborhoods need to report power 
outages, injuries, and hazardous 
conditions to utilities and other authorities. 


Communication Hubs 


Gathering points for people to exchange 
Information and quell rumors. 


...Will be among the first places that City 
workers will look to find out about the 
condition of the neighborhood.

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Selection Criteria for Communication Hub 
Sites in Magnolia-Queen Anne ior2 


Permission to use the area: usually a public space / Thriftway is exception 


. Outdoors site: walled structures vulnerable 


. Room for a large gathering of people, communication setup, helicopter (?) 


. Not іп a slide prone or liquefiable area: no other earthquake hazards 


Interbay near Dravus is exception as site is needed in Interbay 


Selection Criteria for Communication Hub 
Sites in Magnolia-Queen Anne 2of2 


5. A natural gathering point for neighborhood. 
6. Distribution of hub sites throughout Magnolia, Interbay and Queen Anne. 


7. A limited number of hub sites in each neighborhood 


* City suggestion, a limited number of volunteers ready and able to use 


ham radios, provide emergency medical care, transportation, etc. 


8. Ability to leverage other resources and/or having its own communication 
system-as Seattle Center does-is a bonus. Are not prerequisites, but favorable 
features.
